AEREADY HAS DECIDED 
“TO CONVICT VOGELER 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 17 (AP). 

HE State Department 
T charged today that the 

Communist Hungarian 
Government decided in ad- 
vance of the trial to convict 
Robert A. Vogcler Jr. of spy- 
ing and sabotage. 

The department said that 10 
days ago Hungarian Deputy 
Prime Minister Matyas Rakosi 
“asserted the guilt of Mr. 
Vogeler“ in a public speech. 

A formal statement by the 


court today, charged he had been 
a British spy since 1940. 

Britain charged in a note last 
night that Hungary had violated 
standards of civilization and jus- 
tice in preparing for Sanders’s 
trial. 

Standing quietly in court, Vo- 
geler, Sanders and the Hungari- 
ans were charged with “subver- 
sive machinations, spying and 
sabotagé” on behalf of an. Amer- 
ican espionage organization. The 
Hungarian Government reported 
before the trial started that all 
had confessed to be charges. 

Co-defendants of Vogeler and 
Sanders are Imre Geiger, manag- 
ing director of the I. T. & T. 
Budapest branch; Zoltan Rado, a 
government employe; Kelemen 
Domokos, factory director; the 
Rev. Istvan Justh, Roman Catholic 
pest, and “Baroness” Edina 
Doery, barmaid. 

Two Hungarians Confess. 

The first two defendants to be 
called, Geiger and Rado, con- 
fessed to spying and sabotage. 
Rado is listed in the indictment 
as a “ministry chief of section.” 
Apparently his job was in the 
industry ministry, since he is ac- 
cused of giving Vogeler secrets 
from an office dealing with su- 
pervision of the Standard Electric 
Works Co., an I. T. & T. aera! 
jary. 

Geiger told the court he 8 
a United States agent in 1946 and 
delivered spy reports “prepared 
in five copies” to various Ameri- 
cans.

Continental Still Serves 
Race News Agencies 
Here and in K. C. by 
Phone, Telegraph.

Continental Press Service, the 
Chieago Capone syndicate’s na- 
tion-wide racing news service, 
barred yesterday from using tele- 
phone and telegraph lines in 


Florida, continues to serve Pioneer 
News Service of St. Louis and 
Harmony Publishing Co. of Kan- 
sas City by using Western Union 
wires and Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. lines. 

State law in Missouri prohibits 
use of telephone lines for distri- 
bution of racing information to 
be used in gambling. There is 
no state law, however, against 
use of telegraph lines for the 
same purpose. 

Despite the law, Pioneer News 
Service has held its 20 telephone 
lines and Harmony has continued 
to use its 10 telephone lines. 
By telephone, teletype and tele- 
graph, the racing information is 
fanned out by he Kansas City 
and St. Louis distributors to hand- 
books throughout the Midwest 
and West.

Cole Seeks Agreement

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP)— 
Government mediators said today 
they were “shooting for a settle- 
ment by Monday” in the soft coal 
strike. “Some real progress” in 
today’s negotiations was reported. 

A sign of the heavy Govern- 
ment pressure that is being used 
to settle the dispute was seen in 
a White House announcement that 
President Truman had asked his 
fact-finding board to give him a 
personal report tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

David L. Cole, chairman of the 
fact-finders, said a weekend set- 
tlement was desired to stall off 
possible contempt of court action 
against John L. Lewis and the 
United Mine Workers under the 
Taft-Hartley Act. All this week 
370,000 miners have defied a Unit- 
ed States District Court order to 
return to work. 

Seizure Possibility Cited. 

Asked what the Government 
if no agreement is 
reached soon, Cole said “a possi- 


bility” would be for Truman to 


send a message to Congress ask- 
ing for authority to seize the coal 
mines. 

Cole- said this was his Own 
thought—that he did not presume 
—— ed what the President had in

He added: “I am not discouraged,’ 


neither am I optimistic.” 

Cole said he had warned the 
negotiators that, if they can't 
reach agreement, he wants ir 
differences “narrowed to as small 
a gap as possible,” by the time 
he sees Truman.

“I do,” Sanders replied in a 
firm voice. 

Testimeny of Sanders. 

Sanders was erect and impas- 
sive. He admitted each charge 
against him, nodding and answer- 
ing in crisp monosyliables. - 

Under questioning by the court, 

rs testified he was trained 
in 1940 in spying and counter- 
spying. He said he was trans- 
ferred after 1941 to the Middle 
East. He was sent to Hungary as 
a British army captain receiving 
instructions from superiors at the 
military mission. (The date was 
not specified in the dispatch, but 
apparently it meant after the end 
of the German occupation.) 

“The instructions I received 
were that I had to undertake 
espionage work on military lines,” 
Sanders téstified. “1 should ob- 
tain information about Soviet and 
Hungarian troops, numbers of 
them, the state of equipment, and 
0 on. I also had to obtain infor- 
‘mation about economic conditions 
in the country. I had to get in 
touch with people living in the 
country and to make propaganda 
for the Anglo-Saxon world.” 


Sanders said Anglo-Saxon aims 
were first, immediately after the 
war, to strengthen rightist parties, 
try to separate the Communist 
party from the government and 
to work for a break between the 
Government and the Soviet Un- 
jon. He said when he was de- 
mobilized in 1947 he was in- 
structed by a Capt. Barclay of the 
British War Office to return to 
Hungary and continue his work 
“exactly as before. 

Mention of Americans. 

Sanders mentioned military and 

‘ civilian persons on the American 
and British staffs here with whom 
he said he had contact and from 
whom he testified he received or- 
ders. 

Sanders mentioned some names 
that sounded like a Col. Kraft and 
a Lt. Col. Hoyne of the American 
Legation and a Mr. Smith, an 
American commercial attache. He 
also mentioned a British “Col. 
Caperon.” 

The officers referred to evi- 
dently are Col. James E. Kraft, 


military attache, and his assistant, 


Lit. Col. L. C. Hoyne. The com- 
mercial attache, Julian Smith, has 
been on duty with the United 
States Embassy at Stockholm, 
American legation officials said.

There always are employes in the 
automotive industry here who li- 
terally work in the plants be- 
tween crops.” 

The plight of the jobless was 
dramatized here last Monday 
night: Two thousand men, in- 
cluding some Chrysler strikers, 
stood in a three-block line for 
four hours in a freezing rain to 
get jobs shoveling slush from the 
city’s streets at $1.27 an hour. 
City maintenance officials de- 
scribed it as the biggest line since 
the stark days of the depression.

DETROIT, Feb. 17—Walter P. 
Reuther, president of the CIO 
United Automobile Workers, — 


posed yesterday an 

voluntary national conference of 
representatives of management, 
labor, agriculture and other ba- 
sic economic groups to realign 
this nation’s economic and social 
concepts on a positive basis, de- 
signed to demonstrate to the 
world the workings of democracy 
as a force for international peace. 

Speaking at the opening session 
of the National Study Conference 
on Church and Economic Life, 
sponsored by the Federal Council 
of Churches, Reuther called for 
an acceptance of “social re- 
sponsibility” by all groups. He 
urged that unionists as well as in- 
dustrialists give top priority to 
the welfare of the community as a 
whole. 

The Government, Reuther em- 
phasized, would not be among the 
sponsors of the conference he pro- 
posed to consider national prob- 
lems. He referred to the labor- 
management conference called by 
President Truman a few years 
ago as “all window dressing” with 
participants unwelcome if they 
planned to talk about “anything 
of importance.”

Churchill Speaks. 

Churchill made his. party’s last 
political broadeast tonight. He 
charged the Socialists with try- 
ing to make a super-state “own- 
ing everything and employing 
everybody.” He also renewed his 
proposal for another Big Three 
conference. 

Attlee will résume his cam- 
paign tomorrow when he speaks 
in his own constituency in east 
London. 

On his arrival Attlee told re- 
porters the trip had been “most 
enjoyable- very fine.” Earlier he 
told a gathering in Leicester he 
was “very optimistic.” 

“I am very confident that we 
are going to win,” he said. 

Lord Woolton, the self-made 
millionaire who gave up several 
rich private jobs to run Church- 
ill’s party campaign had a differ- 
ent idea. He told the Torv Con- 
stitutional club here yesterday: 
“We are going to win.” 

Deputy Prime Minister Herbert 
Morrison took note of Woolton’s 
remarks and told a press confer- 
ence today: 

“Any politician who says that 
an election is won before it is won 
is unwise, and the Conservatives 
are making a good deal of boast- 
ful claims,

Elimination of five railroad 
grade crossings in St. Louis are 
given a high priority among about 
20 proposed separations listed in 
the city’s grade crossing survey, 
which is nearing completion, the

The five proposed grade sep- 
arations, viewed as the most im- 
portant among those justified by

Judge Maguire upheld the right 
of the local to force a court de- 
termination of whether union 
funds had been “sequestered or 
embezzled.” The international's 
attempt to revoke the charter, he 
said, was an effort to ‘wreak a 
vengeance violative of the prtn- 
ciples of natural justice.” 

Courts -have been reluctant to 
interfere in the internal affairs 
of self-governing bodies such as 
unions, Judge Maguire said, but 
this case is different in that ac- 
tual property rights are involved. 

‘Newark Action Rejected. 

However, the court rejected as 
untimely an attempt by the New- 
ark local to intervene in the 
Washington local’s injunction 
suit. The situation of Newark 
local union members was not as 
critical as that of Washington 
members because no attempt had 
been made by the International 
to set up a rival local union there. 
The way was left open for the 
Newark local to sue in its juris- 
diction for an injunction similar 
td that obtained by the Washing- 
ton local. 

At issue, so far as the indi- 
vidual members of the locals are 
concerned, are such rights as con- 
tract protection, preservation of 
international union membership 
in a highly organized industry, 
death benefits, union-paid pen- 
sions and eligibility to admission 
in the Pressmen’s Home in Ten- 
nessee. Most or all of these bene- 
fits might have been lost had the 
international been successful in 
revoking the local charter—lost 
at least to those who did hot 
transfer promptly to the new lo- 
cal the international attempted to 
organize. 

Accounting Suit Issue. 

At issue in the accounting suit 
is recovery for the union of reat 
estate near the Rressmen’s Home, 
Ownership of the International 
Playing Card & Label Co. of 
Rogersville, Tenn., which Berry 
established with more than $800,- 
000 of union funds he used in- 
terest free and which were not 
repaid in full until after his death. 

The Washington-Newark com- 
mittee intends to press its suit. 
One of its leaders told the Post- 
Dispatch. he thought if it were 
withdrawn the suit filed by the 
present international officers 
might also be withdrawn.

Application for a contempt ci- 
tation against James W. Connor, 
first assistant circuit attorney, 
and Police Lt. Andrew Aylward 
was taken under advisement to- 
day by Circuit Judge Eugene J.

The citation was sought on the 
ground Aylward refused, on Con- 
nor’s advice, to respond to a 
subpena directing him to produce 
police records for a deposition in 
the case of Roy C. Pinkston, 
charged with robbery and grand 
larceny. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney John 
J. Kelly told the court that the 
notary public who issued the 
subpena had no authority, under 
Missouri law, to do so. Irl Baris 
attorney for Pinkston, said the 
notary public did have the right 
to issue the subpena.

“War is mainly a catalogue of 
blunders,” Churchill says; “but it 
may be doubted whether any mis- 
take in history has equaled that 
of which Stalin and the Commu- 
nist chiefs were guilty when they 
supinely awaited the fearful on- 
slaught which impended on Rus- 
sia. 

“We have hitherto rated them 
as selfish cakulators. In this pe- 
riod they were proved simpletons 
as well. Stalin and his commis- 
sars showed themselves at this 
moment the most completely out- 
witted bunglers of the Second 
World War.” 

Churchill discloses that. he 
warned Stalin in a personal mes- 
sage of Nazi troop movements 
clearly indicating that an invasion 
of Russia was imminent. 

More Burden Than Help. 

Yet, he says, Russia. remained 
so ill-prepared that throughout 
1941 it was more of a burden 
than a help in the war against 
Germany. 

Churchill praises the Russian 
people’s courage and credits Rus- 
sia’s ultimate resistance with 
breaking the German armies. 

Russia’s entry into the war, he 
says, diverted the German air at- 
tack from Britain and diminished 
the threat of invasion, while giv- 
ing Britain great relief in the 
Mediterranean war.

After try- 
ing out “the welfare state” and “statism,” with 
little or no success, the Republican leadership 
has now raised “Liberty Against Socialism” as 
its battle cry. Even a leading Republican news- 
paper like the New York Herald Tribune, as to- 
day’s Mirror of Public Opinion shows, is dis- 
appointed by a statement of policy so unimag- 
inative and so backward as that just produced 
by the Republican leadefs. As Mr. Truman’s 
recital of Republican alarms makes so clear this 
is more of the same—the G.O.P. stock in trade 
for nearly two decades. , 
‘ But since the President's address was not to 
the Democratic fund raisers alone, but was 
broadcast to the country, it cannot escape some 
appraisal on a broader basis. On any broader 
basis the pep talk had some big holes in it. 
There was no mention of the Dixiecrats who 
make the Democratic party so much less than 
the united force for progressive legislation and 
administration which Mr. Truman likes to en- 
vision. Only a short while before he stood up 
to speak, Democratic Representatives from Geor- 
gia, Virginia, Mississippi and Texas blocked 
favorable action in the House Rules Committee 
on an Administration civil rights bill. 

Presumably the intent of President Truman 
and his Administration is to win a larger measure 
of support for its causes in the. primaries and 
elections which are on the 1950 calendar. The 
President himself pointed to the Republican vic- 
tory in 1946 as an example of what can hap- 
pen in a mid-term election and exhorted the 
Democratic workers to see that the Eighty-sec- 
ond Congress is not a return to the Eightieth. 
But actions, speak louder than words and the 
Truman Administration is to be judged at least 
as much on the men it indorses as on appeals 
and promises.

The Export-Import Bank loan of $100,000,000 
to Indonesia is the most constructive step the 
United States has taken in Asia in many a day. 


It enables Indonesia to buy the things it needs 


to get back into business as a supplier of raw 
materials—raw materials the United States and 
the rest of the free world badly needs, raw ma- 
terials Indonesia needs to sell to restore its 
economy. 

But it does far more than that..It is a concrete 
and convincing demonstration that the United 
States means what it gays when it talks of free- 
dom and democracy.

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Great Expectations 

With its foreclosure suit against the Lustron 
Corp., the Reconstruction Finance Corp. stands 
to lose possibly $30,000,000. This is a multi- 
million-dollar reflection on the widespread hope 
for prefabricated housing which was substituted 
for hard business sense. 

Thirty-seven millions, which is what the RFC 
lent Lustron, is a lot of money. Yet not even 
that sum was enough to create a sound, going 
concern to prefabricate homes for the American 
people. 

Now all the RFC will get back is about $7,000,- 
000 worth of equipment and plant—very good 
equipment and plant—which was supposed to 
-manufacture 100 homes a day and never made 
more than 27 on its best day. 

Yet Lustron was launched with high hopes. 
The war had ended, thousands of veterans and 
others were hunting for shelter, so why not mass 
produce homes like ingots or Chevrolets? — 

It is easy to see now that these hopes were as 
high as the clouds. Even after Strandlund—a 
production éxpert—mastered the problems of an 
assembly line, Lustron discovered that trans- 
deliver sales as promised, and that building 
codes and building crafts frequently made it im- 
possible, difficult or expensive to erect the 
structures. 

So the RFC now concedes, in effect, that its 
loan was a mistake. That is exactly $30,000,000 
beyond question. But who can say that the 
RFC alone was responsible? 

Congress authorized the loan to Lustron. Pres-

Its 
adoption would be a reasonable guarantee that a 
rehabilitated slum neighborhood would not 
quickly sink back into its former state. That's 
why Washington is interested in zoning. And 
St. Louis is interested—mighty interested—in 
money from Washington. 
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Absurd Behavior 


William L. Holzhausen is a hard-working Pres- 
ident of the Police Board. Indeed, he apparently 
is working so hard at the job that it has cost him 
his sense of balance. Certainly he lost his head 
when he arrested a young man who had forgot- 
ten to adjust his clothing after leaving a physi- 
cian’s office. Practically every man has done the 
same thing at one time or another. The young 
man—who had just left his fiancee at her office 
—was walking on a busy downtown street. Could 
that look like indecent behavior to even the most 
hysterical? 

Looking for the most charitable interpretation, 
the arrest could be called a mistake. That still 
would be no excuse for Mr. Holzhausen’s precipi- 
tate action. But what possible defense cam there 
be for his failure to ascertain the facts on the 
spot? How can he defend the fact that the 
young man was compelled to submit to the ig- 
nominy of being held at Police Headquarters for 
several hours while being questioned, not by Mr. 
Holzhausen alone, but also by two other com- 
missioners and the Chief of Police? 8 

A wretched enough tale thus far, but the Po- 
lice Board president managed to make it even 
worse. He insisted that the man make bond for 
a police court hearing, even though the man’s 
account of the incident proved to be true, Mr. 
Holzhausen did not have the sense of balance or 
the respect for his high office to admit he was 
wrong.

The House Rules Committee again violated 
the plain intent of the Congressional Reorgani- 
zation Act by refusing to report out the FEPC 
bill. It was originally intended to act merely as 
a traffic officer, arranging for the orderly flow 
of legislation to the floor of the House; and it 
was to that status that the reorganization act was 
meant to reduce it. Instead, it is arrogating to 
itself, as before, the powers of judge and jury. 

And again Eugene Cox of Georgia and Howard 
Smith of Virginia are to be found on the side of 
abusing the committee’s authority and obstruct- 
ing a democratic vote on the floor. This pair, 
who come much nearer running the Rules Com- 
mittee then does its progressive chairman, 
Adolph Sabath of Illinois, have cast themselves 
repeatedly in the roles of dogs-in-the-manger in 
recent years.

There is the danger, indeed, that it may 
do more harm than good, being misrepre- 
sented by the opposition as the essence of 
Republicanism, and being mistakenly con- 
ceived by some party membérs as the 
whole answer to their needs.

Between Book Ends 


The Guard and the Guarded 


THE TORMENTORS. by Richard Cargoe. (William 

Sloane Associates, 250 pas., $3.) 

“The Tormentors” is a deeply moving 
novel dealing with a group of political 
prisoners in a Siberian concentration camp. 
The author claims no factual basis for this 
study; it is purely an imaginative analysis 
of totalitarianism and its effect on the 
human spirit. Totalitarianism breeds both 
physical and moral decay, says Cargoe, 
for once the individual is deprived of in- 
dependent action, his mind becomes so 
anesthetized that good and evil appear in- 
distinguishable. What follows is a state 
of spiritual and moral paralysis where the 
sole reality is the terror of physical pain 
and the awful certainty of death. 

It is in this atmosphere of gloom that 
Cargoe's story is unwound—a story which 
centers around the conflict between the 
prisoners and their guards. One of the pris- 
oners remarks, “There is nothing so piti- 
able as a prison guard. He (God) hardens 
their hearts and this is an even greater 
punishment, for they are both living and 
dead at the same time.” Finally, the 
guards appalled at their own brutality and 
at the same time driven beyond all endur- 
ance, mercilessly slaughter the prisoners 
in their sleep. Cargoe concludes by saying 
that although evil is currently predomi- 
nant, man, who is a rational being, cannot 
long exist in this terrible state of animal 
savagery and that in the end goodness 
will triumph. 

Cargoe’s chief asset as a stylist is his 
descriptive ability. One of his best pas- 
sages relates how, on the first day of 
spring, the pri rs are ordered out of 
their huts and told to dig a ditch. Although 
the work is hard and unpleasant, the 
prisoners, for the first time feel a re- 
——_- courage and hope when sud- 
denly a guard drives up in a truck stacked 
with mutilated corpses, and the prisoners 
realize with horror the grim purpose of 
their labor. ; 

Cargoe’s power of description, though 
effective, is not effective enough to give 
his book the stature of greatness. Although 
it is filled with memorable scenes its char- 
acters never emerge as anything more than 
shadowy concepts. None the less, The 
Tormentors” is an impressive piece of 
writing. JAY SMITH.

AS THE EXAMINATION proceeds, the applicant is given 
psychological and manual tests, the type of test depending on the 
kind of person or the problem involved. These tests are of much 
value to the counselors. They often confirm hunches or reveal.

Some are shy, some bluff, some wilt under pressure while others 
- thrive by pressure. The shy person might make a poor salesman, 

but a cracking good accountant. 

In addition to the interviews and 8 tests, applicants 
are invited to use the Red Cross library to read up on various types 
of occupations—to learn the conditions of work in one field and 
another. Finally, when all the data are gathered, the counseling 
Service reviews the case and is ready to make Rs recommendations. 
‘The whole process may take weeks or months—until the applicant 
feels satisfied.

satire of 1940. Now the American movie, 
which has shown a commendable willingness 
lately to wrestle with social problems in an 
outspoken way, has definitely matured in this 
respect, too, in ALL THE KING’S MEN,” 
opening tonight at the ST. LOUIS THEATER. 

It is a brilliant treatment of Robert Penn Warren's Pulit- 
zer- Prize novel about the rise of a backwoods dictator, ob- 
viously patterned after Huey Long's career. Robert Rossen's 
direction and screenplay and a superb performance by Brod- 
erick Crawford as Willie Stark, the grass-roots Abe Lincoln- 
turned-Hitler, have made it a vivid, powerful document. The 
characters are real and alive, projected into sharp dramatic 
relief. The film draws Willie Stark, his environment and the 
forces that made him degenerate from an honest, humble man 
into a power-drunk political pseudo-messiah, with depth, 
clarity, honesty and irresistible pace. It is a turbulent phe- 
nomenon of American life captured in all its tawdry force 
and. dissected ruthlessly for us on the screen. 

The crux of this success is that Willie Stark, as Crawford 
shows him, is so entirely believable. The gradual corruption of 
Willie’ s elemental honesty by the intoxication of learning how 
his own crude animal vitality can magnetiz> crowds, by the 
cunning tricks of appealing to the lowest common denomina- 
tor, by adopting and. improving the skulduggery of his oppo- 
nents on the excuse of fighting fire with fire, is skillfully 
developed. So too are the personal turmoils of several of the 
well-meaning men disillusioned by their runaway prophet but 
in too deep in the mess to withdraw completely. The film is 
coolly remorseless in its picturing of the dirtier side of poli- 
tics. It is objective, without obgious preachment. None is 
needed. The moral is implict and obvious. 

The ensemble acting is uniformly in key with the realistic 
tone of the film. John Ireland as the newspaper reporter of 
good family who becomes Willie’s hatchet man; Mercedes Me-

If you work in any one of sev- 
eral dezen industries, or busjness 
concerns, if you carry certain 
kinds of insyrance, they will have 
their eyes on you.

Find Cause 
When Child 
Tells Lies

NE of the hardest trials a 
0 parent has to bear is the dis- 

covery that a child old enough 
to know the difference between 
a lie and the truth, old enough 
to talk glibly of the desirability 
of truth telling, chooses to lie. 
Patient explanation, prolonged 
teaching of the Commandments, 
good example, rewards for truth 
telling, punishments for its op- 
posite, all seem to fail. The child 
is not trusted anywhere by any- 
one. What can be done? 


The answer must be different 
for each patient. Some children 
in this condition were made that 
way by their early experiences 
with people who mistreated them. 
Good treatment for a long period 
of time, requiring great patience 
and perseverance on the part of 
teachers and parents, usually 
helps them. ! 


Some children lie in self-de- 
fense. It is not that they always 
fear a beating; they are defend- 
ing themselves against the shame 
and disgrace that follows detec- 
tion. They want, if possible, to 
ward it off. That shame is their 
punishment and if wisely, sym- 
pathetically used, often cures the 
patient. The shame must be of 
the child’s own feeling, never im- 
posed by anybody else. The mo- 
ment another person imposes 
shame upon a child all ‘the help- 
fulness of the emotion is lost. 
Anger and rebellion take its 
place. Be gentle, sorry, and let 
the child’s own feeling of unfit- 
ness punish him, as it surely will. 
In time, it piles up a bulwark 


against the lying. 


There are children who are 
pathological liars. This can be de- 
termined by the specialist and the 
specialist only. The child who 
lies persistently without apparent 
cause is mentally ailing and needs 
the attention of a skilled, expe- 
rienced psychologist who is asso- 
ng with an established hos- 
pita 


The imaginative story-telling of 
the little children is not lying. 
It is the expression of the young 
child’s creative imagination which 
enables him to live comfortably 
in an adult’s world. Be gentle 
with, it. Hear the story out and 
say, “That is a nice story. Tell 
me the real one, too.“ Gradually, 
as the child learns \about the 
grown-up people's world, he 
learns to express actuality. The 


older child is a different matter.

: Playing ‘Canasta to Win 


~ ANASTA is a new game, in its 


formative stages and subject 
to all the growing pains that 


afflict anything young. History 


that frequent 
changes in rules are to be ex- 


‘pected in such a period. The law- 


makers, like other humans, live 
and learn. 

Some of the legal tangles result 
from the intricacies of the Eng- 
lish language, rather than from 
oversights of those who write the 
laws. For example, during the 
recent match that Oswald Jacoby 
of Dallas, Tex.., and John Craw- 
ford of Philadelphia played 
against Samuel Fry Jr. and Theo- 
dore A. Lightner of New York, 
Lightner held this hand: 


The stake was $5000, so it was 
a serious match; but withal 
friendly and played in an infor- 
mal atmosphere. Lightner wanted 
to meld his entire hand and go 
out concealed. The published laws 
of the Regency Club, in New 
York, were being followed, and 
Lightner is chairman of the com- 
mittee that wrote those laws. He 
was doubtful of what the legal 


interpretation of them would be, 
and a non-playing board of three 
arbitrators was appointed to de- 
cide whether he could or could 
not meld his entire hand. 

The Regency laws say that wild 
cards in any number can be added 
to a completed Canasta. Accord - 
ing to this, Lightner cauld meld 
7-7-7-7-7-2-2 and then in the same 
turn add his other four wild cards 
and go out. The arbitrators, bound 
to the letter of the law, so de- 
cided. 

But that was not the intent of 
the law. Others who wrote the 
same laws in other words (as. for 
example, in Richard L. Frey's 
book, How to Play Canasta’) 
specify that such cards may be 
added to a canasta “previously 
completed.“ According to this. 
Lightner would have had to meld 
his canasta, then one turn 
(in which his opponents could get 
their own melds down) before 
adding the other wild cards and 
going out. In fact, under this in- 
terpretation, if Lightner had 
needed a minimum count of 120 
he could not have melded at all, 
for the maximum he could meld 
—using only ‘three wild cards— 
was 115 points. 

Question: Once a side has com- 
pleted a canasta, may they take 
an unfrozen pile if the upcard 
matches the canasta? 

Answer: This seems to be a 
question frequently asked. The 
published laws quite clearly per- 
mit this and experts believe that 
to play otherwise (as i evidently 
being done in many games) de- 
stroys the exciting feature of 
squeezes by providing the oppo- 
nents with too many safe dis- 
eards. 


Fix It Yourself

Stuck Windows. 


XHIBIT “A” today is a win- 
dow that was last opened dur- 
ing a parade in honor of 
President Grant, and you'd be 
surprised at how many homes 
have this same sort of window. 
First thing to do with a stuck 
window is to tap it lightly around 
the edges. The idea of this is to 
break any thin paint seal that 
might be holding the window. If 
this doesn’t work. try to move the 
bottom of the sash sideways. This 
is possible, sometimes, because the 
bottom of a sash isn’t as wide as 
the top. Be careful when you try 
this stunt not to break the glass 
or the sash. Assuming that all 
this gets you nowhere, our next 
suggestion is to remove one of 
the little wood strips that run 
along the side of the sash and 
hold it in place. ese strips are 
fastened on either with wood 
screws or nails. Once one strip 
is out of the way. you can re- 
move the entire sash.

“When they came across the 
first story, I liked the idea.

“The first one took 28 days to 
make. Eventually it got to the 
point where we were all but writ- 
ing them on the set. Blackie 
originally had a nice apartment, 
a typical bachelor penthouse sort 
of thing.

Last sum- 
mer in England he did seven 
weeks of mystifying. Sometimes, 
when thwarting gunmen and liv- 
ing a life of heroic violence gets 
too wearing, he considers turning 
to such quiet theatrical doings as 
sawing women in two and getting 
rabbits out of hats.

One 
performance not long ago, the 
actor supposed to do the shooting 
saw to his horror that he had let 
the pistol fly out of his hands 
across the room and had ho weap- 
on for the vile deed. The rest 
of the quick-thinking cast piled 
on top of Morris, pinning him 
down until someone could find a 
pistol and shoot him. Morris got 
up all right to take his curtain 
call, but his sacroiliac hasn't been 
quite the same since.
